Administrative Comparisons 


From the point of view of admin- 
istration, however, there is reason to 
question whether there is any com- 
parison between the suppression of 
counterfeiting and the fraudulent 
use of the mails, for example—oc- 
cupations in which not more than a 
very small fraction of the people are 
eyer engaged—and the maintenance 
of a prohibition régime which is 
quite new and at vagjance with the 
habits of the community, in the vio- 
lation or evasion of which a very 
substantial part of the population is 
directly interested. It may be main- 
tained with some reason that this 
very. fact surrounds enforcement of 
the prohibition law with so many 
difficulties and exposes it to so many 
hazards that only that department of 
the Government which is charged 
with the maintenance of law and the 
administration of justice should be 
intrusted with it. 

On the other hand, it would be an 
“unscrambling” process to separate 
the enforcement of the prohtbition 
law from the collecting of revenue—. 
to. separate, in. other words, criminal 
features of the law from its permis- 
sive and purely. administrative fea- 
tures. The more one. studies the 
working of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue and the prohibition unit, 
the more he is impressed with the 
payor esr ep difficulty involved in 

a separation of the functions which 
the national prohibition act has com- 
bined in one Government bureau. 


During the last session of Con- 
gress a bill was introduced, which 
passed the House, providing, among 
other things, that the prohibition 
unit remain in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, but be made a bureau inde- 
pendent of the Bureau of Internal 
Revenue, The measure was known 
as the Cramton Bill, and it had the 
support ‘of the Anti-Saloon League 
and other prohibition: forces in the 
lobby. The bill failed to reach a vote 
in the Senate, however. The subse- 
quent reorganization of prohibition 
administration may cause the aban- 
donment of earlier proposals.

Logically, the West has.no’ ground of 
objection to this. The nations. pe and 
the Americas take their stand Seno rit not 
independence and equality. if so often 
they fail to live up to the theory. ‘on which their 
governments are based.

Moreover, the West is doubly the cause of this. 


nationalistic development. If there be any fault 
to be found, it has only itself to blame. For the 
best of a century (and at that one by no means 
goes back to the beginnings) the Pauls of Egypt 
and India and China have been forced to sit at 
the feet of the Gamaliels of England and France, 
Holland, Belgium and the United States. It was 
the Occident which sent missionaries and edu- 
cators throughout the Levant and Orient, and 
their earnest plantings and waterings are pro- 
ducing fruit—the first taste of which is bitter 
in the mouth of the West. Trade with the West, 
travelers from the West, Western literature and 
films, all have contributed to the studies of the 
East. And though lessons be Jearned perforce 
hone the less do they bring results. 


In the second place, jit was from London and 
Washington that came the self-determination 


thesis, now so actively being debated even where 
not, indeed, under test. If Woodrow Wilson 
coined. the precise phrase, it was Winston 
Churchill who had earlier first elaborated the 
idea, in a speech dealing with the changes that 
the war was to bring among the peoples then 
living under the misrule of the amorphous 
Turkish Empire. 

All of which said, the fact remains that, no 
matter what measure of indorsement be granted 
these nationalistic demands, the West does pos- 
sess a right to insist that Occidental direction 
of things Oriental shall be withdrawn only so 
far as two guarantees may be obtainable. In the 
first place, safety for the lives and properties 
of foreigners resident in these clamorous coun- 
tries must be as assured as (shall one say) in 
Europe: and, further, conditions of government 
shall not obtain such as tend to create or en- 
courage international disorder. It may be pos- 
sible to argue against these provisos ‘in the un- 
yielding logic of philosop 
fact which President Cleveland described in 
1887 in the words, “It is a condition and not a 
theory which confronts us,” is as true (and 
practical) today as then. In the come-a Zo of 
history and (latterly at least) under due process: 
of orderly laws and accepted usage, many for- 
eign states have come to enjoy certain privi- 
leges and properties in the lands which, until 
a complacent yesterday, we were wont to refer 
to as “backward.” To secure adequate safe- 
guards of these is more than a mere “right,” 
from the point of view of what d’Annunzio 
called “sacred egoism’’; it is really a duty to 
all concerned. ' 

That the problem centers around an essen- 
tially racial issue makes it at once more im- 
portant and more difficult: it is ever harder 
to handle with sympathy discussion between 
men of differing colors—and the truest national 
and economic interests as well, of course, as all - 
others of higher sort, will be served only if 
continuing sympathy work hand in glove with 
justice.

which deserves commendation. Mr. Kellogg, in 
announcing his decision, was careful to make 
his position quite clear in the matter. “I do not 
believe,” he stated, “in curbing free speech, nor 
do I believe in making this country the stamp- 
ing ground for every revolutionary agitator of 
other countries.” His decison, that is, is — 
intended in the least to militate against mc. 
those inalienable rights which are so dear to 
average American;*but it is intended in reality 
to protect those very rights, and to render his 


country more secure for him in this very direc-. 


tion. 

It is significant that Mr. Kellogg’s announce- 
ment was made‘public immediately after he;had 
conferred at the White House with President 
Coolidge and Theodote E. Burton, a member of 


the arrangements committee for the meeting in 


question. It is evident, therefore,.that it in no 


wise can be constrtied as a snap judgment or a- 


decision rendered without due consideration cf 
its importance. That it is in direct conflict with 
the expressed view of Senator Borah, chairma . 
of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, is 
equally nota matter to cause surprise, because 
Mr. Borah’s outspoken views on many subjects 
have often in the past clashed with those held 
by Administration spok>sr:ea, and it is well 
xnown that he entertains a certain sympathy 
for somewhat radical opinions along many 
lines. 

It is true that, as Mr. Borah is quoted as 
stating in comment. upon Mr. Kellogg’s an- 
nouncement, none of Mr. Saklatvala’s revolu- 
tionary utterances in his own country have yet 
brought punitive action: But that fact simply 
nature of the 
British public and by no means should be in- 
terpreted as necessarily giving reason for per- 
mitting the repetition of such utterances in 
the United States, especially under the guise of 
a semi-official position in which they would 
carry greater weight than otherwise and the 


semblance of an authority to which they were. 


in no wise entitled. 

It is not the place here to reproduce Mr. 
Saktatvala’s recent statements in England, or 
to comment thereon. It is sufficient that Mr. 
Kellogg has rendered the decision that these 
statements are of sufficiently revolutionary a 
‘nature, to make his presence, in the capacity 
in which he was to come to America, a menace 
to that country’ s free institutions. As such, 
therefort, it would seém wise to recognize that 
the opinion on ‘which this decision was based 
has not béen reached without full appreciation 
of the far-reaching nature of its import, and 
that therefore it merits full support by the 
Nation of which Mr. Kellogg is mene as the 
spokesman.

That 
this marvel is destined to play an important 
part in the drama of modern existence cannot 
be doubted by the careful observer. For it is 
commonly recognized that the world is still 
experimenting at the margin of the seemingly 
boundless sea of sound waves.

ever, we note with interest that one of the 


subjects that is receiving considerable study 
on the part of large radiocasting corporations, 
is that of programs. Where audiences are 
counted, not by hundreds and thousands, but 
by millions, it is manifestly impossible for any 
single program to please all tastes. But the 
ef/ort is being made to discover what does 
please the majority, and it may be hoped that 
the day is net distant when more and more 
time will be devoted to cultivating the wonder- 
ful possibilities. afforded by the radio for ad- 
vancing the cause of universal peage and in- 
ternational brotherhood and good will. 

When a book has reached a sale of 100;000, 
it is considered a popular book and a publish- 
er’s success; a hewspaper with a daily circu- 
lation of several hundred thousand is a suc- 
cessful journal and likely to be a leading factor 
in molding or reflecting public opinion. But a 
talk given to the world over the radio may 
reach, easily, three or four million people. The 
growing practice of linking up radiocasting 
stations in a great chain extending. half way 
across America, has brought into being oppor- 
tunities which, when carefully and calmly 
analyzed, are bewildering with possibilities, It 
has been estimated by expert authorities that, 
with one linked-up chain of stations, twelve 
and a half million people listen-in during cer- 
tain popular programs. . 

One authority on radio development has 
stated that within a year the United States 
may be enjoying daily reciprocal programs 
from Europe. When this achievement has been 
successfully accomplished, there will be de- 
veloped a new international sense which will 


‘go a long -way toward the establishment of a 


mighty bulwark for peace. When, indeed, the 
peoples of the various nations of the world can 
talk to each other and thus experience the per- 
sonal touch, misunderstandings will rapidly 
fall into the discard of human thinking. 


Editorial Notes 


Whatever may be the factors responsible for 
the success of the efforts made of recent years 
to eliminate pauperism in the United States, 
or at least to reduce jt, the fact that these 
efforts have met with marked success is subject 
for nation-wide congratulation. Data for the 
years from 1914 to 1923, inclusive, for instance, 
disclose according to federal statistics that, 
while in. the former year there were. 91.5 alms- 
house inmates for each 100,000 of the popula- 
tion, there were only 71.5 for each 100,000 at 
the beginning of last year. The larger centers 
of population have participated in this trend 
toward . marked reduction, as this table 


indicates:
